On enter-
ing, the General was saluted witha
disciarge of artiliery from a minia-
ure fort raised on th: additional
Orchestra, erccted opposite the re
gular one attached to the building.
The imposing effect of this new
Orchestra, constructed expressily
for the Military Ba.d of the Go-
vernor's Guard, presenting itsclf to
view the instant the folding doors
of entrance arc oprned, cannct ea-
sily b- described. :

T'he brilhant appearance of the
company, the occaston on which
they met, the auspicious day, the
anniversary of the birth of now a
depurted Hero, graced withthe pre.
sence of a living one, could wot fail
to excite scnsations gratctul toeve-
ry Patriotic breast, We beheld a
Military Association which, on be-
ing constituted a Patriotic Phalanx
in def-nce of our coufftry, honourcd
withthe congratulatory visitofbeau-
ty, wisdom and valour, 1n the per
sons of the Fair Daughters of Co-
lumbia, many of our best Sta:es-
men. and ot our renswned in arms.

The decorations of the room at
so short a notice, was far beyond
our expectations, and claimed our
approbation; and though there were
apwards of 700 persons prescnt,
participating in our feelings, we are
well awate, that had the room beer
twice as large it would -have been
~qually crowded: In order there:
‘ore to gratity those who could not
procure admittance, we present them

ing aiiround the room, garland wise,
hitching oa ev ry resting place that
could be found.

The Supper Room was thrown
open at 12 J’clock, and so numerous
was the ¢ mpany that thore was
scarce room for the Ladies.—Over
the head of this clegant table was a
transparency with this matto, *In
the midst of f stivity, forget not
the services and sacrifices of those
who have enablea you to eujoy it—

142" GcTOBER, 1780,
8ih JaNUARY, 1815.”

This was surmounted with a Bust
of Washington, crowned with lsu-
rels.  From the joy and hilarity that
prevailed, we calculated on a com.
plete exhsustion of the animal spi-

I ne ditwsion of Light upon an
assemblage the most brilliant we
ever beheld; the taste with whicin
the room was decorated with near.
ly two hundred flags, including thase
of almost all the nitions of the
world, combined with the military
giitter of about two hundred gen-
tlemen in full uniform, interspersed
in the dance with the female beauty
and elegance of the city, produced
an effect of the most pleasing na-
ture.
